Results in Complete and Disheartening 
Defeat of the Young Pittsburg Mil­ 
lionaire*— No Crumb of Comfort for 
Him in the Lengthy Decision Hand­ 
ed Down by Justice Mills. 


White Plains, N. Y., Aug. 13.—Harry 
K. Thaw’8 latest attempt to gain his 
liberty met with complete and dis­ 
heartening 
defeat 
when 
Supreme 
Court Justice Isaac N. Mills dis­ 
missed the writ of habeas corpus and 
declared that “the release of the pe- 
tioner would be dangerous to the pub­ 
lic peace and safety.” The signing 
of an order sending Thaw hack to 
Matteawan, 
a 
formality 
which 
is 
scheduled to take place today in Jus­ 
tice Mills’ chambers at Mount Ver­ 
non, is all th at remains to complete 
the failure of this latest appeal to the 
courts. 
There is no crumb of comfort for 
Thaw in the 7,000 words of opinion 
handed down by Justice Mills. All 
the contentions of his old adversary, 
District Attorney Jerome, are sup­ 
ported, and it is declared that Thaw is 
still Insane, still suffering from per­ 
sistent delusions, and still as much a 
paranoiac as on the day he shot Stan­ 
ford White. 
The order for Thaw’s recommit­ 
ment will be presented to Justice 
Mills today by Deputy Attorney Gen­ 
eral Ezra F. Prentice, and Attorney 
Morschauser will then have a chancy 
to oppose it or strive for a modifica­ 
tion. Such action, however, will, It 
is believed, he purely formal in view 
of the decisive nature of the opinion 
handed down. 
Thaw, waiting in the W hite Plains 
jail at the rear of the courthouse 
where the decision was filed, received 
the news with an outward calmness 
which appeared, however, more forced 
than real. The members of his tam* 
ily and his attorney seemed stunned 
by the thoroughness of their defeat. 
Thaw declined to give out any extend­ 
ed statement, contenting himself with 
the assertion that h f was not dis­ 
heartened and would at once continue 
his fight for liberty. 
My next efforts,” he said, “will he 
centered upon the court of appeals, 
through which I expect to secure a 
hearing before a jury in my efforts to 
have my committment to Matteawan 
set aside.” 
Under Consideration Somfi Time. 
The case before the court of ap­ 
peals, to which Thaw referred, is one 
which has been under consideration 
for some time. It came before Jus­ 
tice Mills last October when Thaw 
applied for an order setting aside his 
committment on the ground that the 
court which had committed him was 
without power to issue such an order, 
inasmuch as Thavf at the time was 
not on trial on a question of sanity. 
At the same time he asked to have 
the question of his m ental. condition 
submitted to a jury. When Justice 
Mills promptly denied this application, 
the case was carried to the appellate 
division, which sustained Justice Mills. 
Thaw’s attorney has already made a 
second appeal and it is upon this ap­ 
peal that Thaw says his efforts will 
now be based. 
Justice Mills in his opinion reaches 
three formal conclusions: That Thaw 
was insane when he killed White; 
that he has not yet recovered; and 
that public peace and safety would 
he endangered by setting him at 
large. He upholds District Attorney 
Jerome’s contentions that Thaw still 
cherishes 
delusions 
regarding 
the 
practices of Stanfard W hite and his 
associates. 
He characterizes Evelyn 
Thaw’s tale of the Madison Square 
tower room and similar stories about 
White told at the sanity hearing as 
“wild and grossly improbable, evi­ 
dently to any normal mind grossly ex­ 
aggerated.” 
He asserts his belief In the testi­ 
mony 
of 
Susan 
Merrill 
regarding 
Thaw’s alleged pervert practices, and 
points 
out 
the 
contrast 
between 
Thaw’s chivalrous attitude as a pro­ 
tector of young American woman­ 
hood and his private life. 
Justice Mills expressed deep sym­ 
pathy for Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, 
the prisoner’s mother, and her exposi­ 
tion of the “horrors of Matteawan,” 
on the stand evidently prompted his 
recommendation that Thaw he allowed 
greater privileges at that institution. 
Not the least significant sentence 
In Justice Mills’ decision in the opin­ 
ion of lawyers here is one which 'de­ 
clares that Thaw’s “delusions had_.be­

8anator Johnson Prosperity. 
Two views of the effect of the new 
tariff law were exchanged just before 
the recent adjournm ent of congress. 
Senator Gore, from the Democratic 
viewpoint, saw only calamity in the 
measure, while Senator Johnson pre 
dieted prosperity under it.

TO SILENCE CANNON. 


Design of New Penny Whose Coinage 
Has Been Stopped. 
The new Lincoln cent, the coinage of 
which has been suspended by the order 
of Secretary of the Treasury Mnc- 
Veagh on account of the designer’s 
initials appearing prominently on the 
coin, is of the same size as the fa­ 
m iliar "Indian head” design. 
On the 
face of the penny is a bust of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln in profile facing toward 
the right. 
Above the head is the mot­ 
to “In God We T rust," and to the left 
of the figure the word "Liberty.” 
In 
the lower right hand corner is the date 
1909. 
On the reverse, the words "One 
Cent" stand forth in bold type and 
beneath them “United States of Amer­ 
ica" in smaller lettering. 
At the top 
of the coin is the motto "E Pluribus 
Unum." 
Two 
conventional 
w heat 
stalks extend around the lettering, and 
close to the base of the coin are the 
a rtist’s initials, "V. D. B.," in minute 
type. 
The circle of milled embossing 
which runs around the face and re­ 
verse of the old penny is absent from 
the new coin, and the entire design is 
noteworthy for its simplicity of line. 
The bust of Lincoln was designed 
from a photograph In the possession of 
Charles Eliot Norton and shows the 
late president with face relaxed ami a 
benign expression. 
It is said to repro­ 
duce his expression when talking to 
children. 
The designer of the coin is Victor D. 
Brenner, a native of Russia and th ir­ 
ty-seven years old. According to Mau­ 
rice Fishberg, an intim ate friend. Mr. 
B renner never sold matches, but has 
alw ays been an engraver and sculp­ 
tor. 
"Some of the medals which he de­ 
signed fifteen years ago are excellent 
exam ples of his rem arkable ability in 
this art,” says Mr. Fishberg. "In the 
last seven years, the m ajor part of 
which he spent in Europe, he has also 
done some excellent work as a sculp­ 
tor. 
While a noteworthy piece of 
work, the Lincoln penny is not the 
only nor the best example of his ca­ 
pacity as a medalist. H is bas-relief of 
ex-President Roosevelt is considered 
by connoisseurs as one of the best 
pieces of plastic art. 
"The fact Is th at the Brenner fam ­ 
ily have been engravers for genera­ 
tions. 
Mr. Brenner learned engrav­ 


ing from his father; one of his broth­ 
ers Is an engraver In Denver, and 
another is a promising young sculptor 
in Paris. 
None of them has sold 
matches, though in his earlier days in 
New York city Mr. Victor Brenner 
earned much less while following his 
art then some match peddlers." 
Mr. Brenner alw ays admired Lin­ 
coln’s anti-slavery policy and. learning 
that the government was searching for 
a new penny design, preferably that 
of Lincoln, he obtained Dr. Norton’s 
photograph and soon completed the 
present design. 
This was sent to 
W ashington, where it was accepted. 
New dies of the coin will be pre­ 
pared as soon as possible, substituting 
for the initials of the designer the sin­ 
gle initial "B" in an obscure part of 
the design.

Maxim Will Fit Large Bore Guns In 
Germany With Noiseless Device. 
Hiram Percy Maxim, Jr., of H art­ 
ford, Conn., son of the Inventor of the 
Maxim gun and him self the inventor 
of the noiseless gun, will begin fitting 
a cannon of large bore w ith a silencing 
device which he will exhibit in Ger­ 
many when he returns to th at country 
in October. 
In a recent Interview Mr. Maxim 
said th at the experts abroad, especial 
ly in Germany, w ere as much im­ 
pressed w ith the flashless feature as 
they were with the noiseless feature of 
the device. 
The silencer was tested 
officially in England, Austria, France 
and Germany, he said, and companies 
were organized to m anufacture it un­ 
der control of the American company. 
At Berlin, he said, a machine shot 
sixty:flve shots a minute, with no flash 
and no noise save the whirring of the 
gun mechanism.

One of the Most Notable Tours Ever 
Mode by a Chief Executive, Gov- 
ertng Something Like 
13,000 Miles. 


WHI Travel to Private Car, Attached In 
Most Instances to Regular Trains. 
To Meet President Diaz 
at El Paso, Tex.

RESIDENT TAFT’S trip to tho 
Pacific coast and return through 
the south will mean a journey 
of approximately 13,000 miles, 
as long as the cruise of the battleship 
fleet from Hampton Roads. The trip 
will be one of the most notable ever 
made by a president No “seeing Amer­ 
ica” tour could be devised to embrace 
as many points of interest in so brief 
a space of time as President Taft will 
give to his Jaunt to the Pacific coast 
and back through the great states of 
the south. 
The president accompanied by Sec­ 
retary Fred W. Carpenter, Captain 
Archibald W. B u tt his military aid; 
several White House attaches and per­ 
haps a guest or two for various parts 
of the trip, will travel in a private car 
attached for the greater part of the 
time to regular trains, but running 
“special” every now and then to fill in 
engagements at the smaller towns along 
the route and in the more remote sec­ 
tions where trains are few and far be­ 
tween. 
President Taft has accepted practical­ 
ly all the invitations that could be 
crowded Into the sixty days set aside 
for the trip, and his acceptance book la 
closed. There will be many five and 
ten minute stops not included in the 
regular itinerary and many brief little 
car end speeches, but the tour as now 
announced is to all Intents and pur­ 
poses complete. 
Here is the detailed apportionment of 
the president’s time: 
Starting from the north coast of Mas­ 
sachusetts, the president goes west di­ 
rect from Beverly. He will motor Into 
Boston the morning of Sept. 15, bls fif- 


ney westward, the president will ar­ 
rive at Salt Lake City Friday after­ 
noon, Sept 24, to remain there until 
Sunday afternoon, Sept. 20, when the 
party leaves over the Oregon Short Line 
for Pocatello, Ida., and Butte, Moat, 
the latter city being reached Monday, 
Sept 27, at twenty minutes to 7 o’clock 
in the morning. After spending half a 
day in Butte there will be a brief ex­ 
cursion into Helena. Spokane, Wash., 
will be reached early Thursday morn­ 
ing, Sept. 28, and the entire day will be 
spent in the city. 
The forenoon of 
Sept. 20 will be spent at North Yaki­ 
ma, and the party will arrive at Seat­ 
tle at fifteen minutes after 8 o’clock 
that evening. The president will also 
visit Tacoma. 
At the Alaska-Yukon Exposition. 
President Taft will spend two days, 
Sept. 30 and Oct. I, “doing” the Alas- 
ka-Yukon exposition, leaving Seattle 
late ou the evening of the second day 
and arriving at Portland, Ore., Oct. 2, 
at 7 o’clock in the morning. Two days 
will be spent in Portland, the party 
leaving there, at O o’clock Sunday even­ 
ing, Oct. 3, for a trip down the famous 
Shasta route, through the Siskiyou 
mountains aud in view of Mount Shas- 
to, to flan Francisco. 
The president will stpp for the even­ 
ing of bet. 4 at Sacramento, reaching 
Oakland, bal., early on the morning of 
Oct. 5. 
He will spend four or five 
hours in and around Oakland and 
Berkeley before taking the ferry at 
thirty minutes after 12 o’clock for San 
Francisco. 
After an afternoon and 
evening in San Francisco the president 
will leave early the morning of the 6th 
for the Yosemite valley. He will spend 
the 7th, 8th and 9th in the valley and, 
coming out the morning of Sunday, 


breakfast s t the Commercial club, wit! 
make an address at l l o’clock in the 
forenoon in the Coliseum, will take 
luncheon at the Jefferson hotel as the 
guest of the Business Men’s league 
and before boarding the steamer at 4 
o’clock will make a brief visit to East 
St. Louis. 
Long Stop at Cairo. 
The first long stop of the river trip 
will be at Cairo, 111., at half past 8 
o’clock Tuesday morning, Oct. 26.

The president will remain in New Or­ 
leans from Friday afternoon, the 29th, 
to Monday morning, Nov. I. He will 
address the waterways convention Oct. 
30 at half past 2 o’clock In the after­ 
noon. 


Through States of the South. 
From New Orleans the president 
goes to Jackson, Miss., spending prac­ 
tically the entire day of Nov. I there. 
He will spend three hours of the fol­ 
lowing day at Columbus, Miss., and 
will arrive at Birmingham, Ala., that 
evening at a quarter to 8 o’clock. The 
president will remain in Birmingham 
until the afternoon of Wednesday, 
Nov. 3, when he proceeds to Macon, 
Ga., arriving there early In the morn­ 
ing of the 4th. 
After spending the 
forenoon of the 4th at Macon the pres­ 
ident proceeds to Savannah to spend 
the evening of the 4tb and half of the 
next day. 
Charleston, S. C., is next on the list 
for a stop, the evening of Nov. 5. 
From Charleston the president will 
proceed on Saturday morning, Nov. 6, 
to Augusta, where he will spend Satur­ 
day afternoon and Sunday. The pres­ 
ident wants to have another game of 
golf on the links where he spent so 
much time last fall as president elect

Fort William, Out., Aug. 13.—-A body 
of Canadian Pacific railway special 
police and striking freight handlers 
to the number of 200 or more en­ 
gaged in a pitched battle at the cor­ 
ner of McTavish street and the Cana­ 
dian Pacific road’s sheds and seven 
or eight men were wounded, some of 
them seriously. The exact number 
of wounded cannot be learned, as 
many injured rioters were spirited 
away, but five of the Canadian Paci­ 
fic special constables were brought 
Into the hospital wounded. As they 
had lines of box cars drawn across 
the tracks for protection their wounds 
are mostly in the legs. 
Chief Ball, head of the Canadian 
Pacific police, shot during the riots, 
la dying.

Houston on the forenoon of Saturday, 
Octo. 23, the president will proceed to 
Dallas that afternoon to spend Satur­ 
day evening and Sunday.

From Dallas the president proceeds 
direct to St. Louis to begin his four 
days’ trip down the Mississippi. He is 
to reach St. Louis at twenty-seven min­ 
utes after 7 o’clock the morning of 
Monday. Oct. 25, and will leave at 4 
o’clock in the evening on the steam­ 
boat assigned to him by the Deep 
Waterways association, which is to 
hold its convention in New Orleans 
upon the president’s arrival there. Fol­ 
lowing the president’s boat will be a 
spectacular flotilla of river craft.

Refuses to Evict Strikers and Their 
Familiee. 
Pittsburg, Aug. 13.—The sheriff of 
Allegheny county flatly refused to con­ 
tinue the work of evicting the strik­ 
ers and their families from houses 
owned by the Pressed Steel Car com­ 
pany at McKees Rocks. 
Acting under court orders, the sher­ 
iff and bis deputies began the work 
Of conveying the goods from the 
strikers’ homes to the streets. The 
sheriff asked the Pressed Steel Car 
company to give him men to carry 
out furniture and household effects, 
but the company, it is said, refused. 
“Then I will not allow my deputies 
to carry out another piece of furni­ 
ture,” declared the sheriff. He then 
formally and verbally turned over to 
the superintendent of the car plant 
possession of the houses. The Pressed 
Steel Car company will bow be forced 
to carry out their own evictions. 
More rJot^ig, during which a for­ 
eigner was shot and killed caused in­ 
tense excitement lh the Schoenville 
strike zone. Major Stealth, a negro, 
said to be employed at the car plant 
as a strike breaker shot and killed 
Steven Horavat, one of the striking 
workmen. Spilth, it is said, was at­ 
tacked by several foreigners and de­ 
clared that he shot in self defense. 
The negro is held at the county jail 
on a charge of murder. Witnesses to 
the shooting declare Smith fought at 
a great disadvantage and only fired 
when his life was endangered and 
while lying on his back on the ground. 


Marine Commits Suicide. 
Seattle, Wash., Aug. 13.—Despondent 
because he had been reprimanded, 
Sergeant F. A. Bruger of the marine 
guard of the cruiser Tennessee, now 
at the Puget Sound navyyard, com­ 
mitted suicide by cutting his throat 
Bruger ran away from his ship after 
he had been reprimanded and relieved 
from duty.
